Pineau, who arrived here 
Monday morning by plane from 
Paris to confer with U.S. Secre- 
tary of State John Foster Dulles 
about the Tunisian crisis, said 
that he wanted to tell Dulles 
that French public opinion on 
the matter is “very troubled.” 
He added that if any of the 
arms supplied by the British 


and Americans should: fal! into }: 


the hands of Algerian rebels 
fighting against French forces, 
the French public opinion 
would react “very strongly.” 

Pineau said that the only 
benefit gained by the West by 
the arms shipment was to deliver 
the military supplies only a “few 
hours or days” before Egypt 
made similar deliveries to Tuni- 
sia. He added that there were 
“absolutely no guarantees” that 
Egypt. would not make further 
arms deliveries to Tunisia. 


He stated that France was 
willing to deliver arms to Tuni- 
sia under one condition, that 
Tunisia accept “no arms from 
the East or Egypt.” 


Asked at Idlewild Airport 
whether the arms shipment al- 
ready had caused damage to the 
sciidarity of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, Pineau re- 
piled, “certainly, yes. It is the 
general opinion in NATO.” 


When it was asserted by re- 
porters that the reason for the 
British-American delivery of 
arms was to prevent similar de- 
liveries by the Russians, Pineau 
said that he had. “never’ receiv- 
¢d intimations that Russia in- 
pana t to deliver arms to Tun- 

a.”* 


He said that- Soviet spokes- 
men had informed him that they 
did not intend to deliver such 
arms, and that the Tunisian 
Government had informed him 
that it wouid not accept military 
supplies from Russia. 


Pineau stated that his Govern- 
ment wanted to sit down with 
representatives. of the Tunisian 
Government to settle all prob- 
lems, but that the recent arms 
delivery created a bad atmos- 
phere for such a meeting. 


Pineau, who. said that he 
would fiy to Washington Mon- 
day afternoon to prepare for a 
meeting with Dulles Tuesday, 
said that he would seek a 
“guarantee to obtain limitations 
of arms” being sent to Tunisia. 
He also said that he would seek 
an agreement which would 
guarantee that these arms would 
not fall into the hands of Alge- 
rian rebels. 


Asked what action would be 
taken by the French Govern- 
ment if the talks between him- 
self and Dulles proved unsatis- 
factory, Pineu replied, “I am 
sure this talk will not fall.” 


Pineau said that he did not 
like further to harm Franco- 
American relations but that he 
was forced to give a “sincere” 
statement about the “bad” pub- 
lic opinion in France. 


Pineau said that the “trou- 
bled” French public opinion was 
“very bad preparation” for the 
NATO meeting scheduled to be 
held in December in Paris. 


Asked if France was consider- 
ing a boycott of NATO, he said, 
“it is not a question of that.”

(INS)—The U.S. and her allies 
meet Monday to make a final 
decision on whether to enlarge 
the U.N. Disarmament Commis- 
sion to 25 members. — 


The General Assembly at its 
afternoon (early Tuesday, 
JST) session will take up a 
Japanese-Canadian’ resolution, 
which adds Australia, Argen- 
tina, Brazil, Burma, Belgium, 
Tunisia, India,« Yugoslavia, 
‘Czechoslovakia and Italy to the 
ll-nation body. . 


Prior to the session, the U.S., 
Britain, France, Canada and 
Japan were to decide on a joint 
position toward a proposed 
amendment to add Egypt, 
Poland, Norway. and Mexico to 
the original ten. 


The Russians have said they 
would boycott the commission 
if it were composed only of the 
original 11 Security Council 
members plus the ten mention- 
ed in the Japanese-Canadian 
resolution. 

They have demanded that 
Poland be substituted for Bel- 
gium and Egypt for Tunisia. 
Therefore, ugoslavia, India 
and Sweden, in hopes of obtain- 
ing a compromise, submitted 
the amendment which would 
include’ the two Communist 
choices, plus Norway and 
Mexico for the. West. 


Bighteen Latin American 
states have introduced their 
own amendment calling for in- 
clusion of Mexico on the com- 
mission. 

The Assembly again will vote 
down the Soviet proposal for 
an 82-nation “permanent disar- 


mament commission” which 
would conduct all its meetings 
in public. 


The Japanese-Canadian resolu- 
tion omits all. mention of the 
five-nation - disarmament  sub- 
committee, which the Russians 
also have threatened to boycott. 

The subcommittee, composed 
of the US., Russia, France, 
Canada and Britain, has carried 
on most of the disarmament 
work in private meetings in

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| Top World Reds 
End Moscow Talk 


MOSCOW (AP) — The 
world’s top Communist 
leaders have ended a series 
of roundtable conferences 
apparently aimed at greater 
unity. 

Most of the Red hier- 
archy plans to go to 
Prague early this week for 
further discussions at a 
formal conference. 

An expected communique 
proclaiming Communist 
solidarity failed to appear 
after the Moscow meetings, 
but one may be issued after 
the Prague sessions. Soviet 
Party Chief Nikita 5. 
Khrushchev and Commu- 
nist China’s Mao Tse-tung, 
the world’s two top Com- 
munist leaders, spoke at a 
Kremlin banquet Sunday 
night. The content of their 
speeches was not disclosed 
immediately. Their audience 
included leaders of every 
Communist country in Asia 
and Burope. 

Western observers in 
Moscow considered that the 
Communists had transacted 
their chief business during 
the Moscow talks and that 
the Prague meeting would 
be only a side show. 


Dulles Meets 
With Wary 
Stevenson 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Demo- 
crat Adlai Stevenson and Repub- 
lican John Foster Dulles met 
warily Monday to see whether 
they can join forces in reshap- 
ing U.S. alliances to the age of 
Russian rocketry. 

Their meeting in the Secre- 
tary of State’s office was the 
first of a series of projected con- 
ferences during which, it was 
disclosed, Stevenson has been 
asked to meet later aiso with 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower 


who now is vera in 
Augusta, Ga. 
Stevenson, .who came here 


from New York, issued a state- 
ment outlining some of his own 
views including the need for 
“highly mobile forces” to com- 
bat brush fire wars, development 
of joint policies, and aid to 
underdeveloped countries, 

He added: “I am here to help 
if I can to bring about a closer 
military and political associa- 
tion through NATO (the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization).” 

Dulles and his top advisers 
had worked through the week- 
end to get their program in 
shape for an initial review and 
discussion with Stevenson. 

Stevenson had agreed to this 
attempt at bipartisanship, he 
said, because of “the gravity 
of our situation in the world.” 
_ Guardedly, in response to 
Dulles’ initial overtures last 
month, he refused to head up 
a State Department task force 
which would write the policy 
for Eis:nhower’s personal at- 
tendance at a NATO summit 
meeting next month. But he 
had agreed to “review and 
discuss” Administration pro- 
posals and to support them 
“when we were in agreement,” 

In Augusta, White House 
Press Secretary James C. 
Hagerty said Eisenhower wrote 
Stevenson last week expressing 
regret he would not be in 
Washington during Stevenson’s 
visit Monday. 

Eisenhower also said he in- 
tends to confer with Stevenson 
before leaving for the NATO 
meeting in Paris, Hagerty said, 
but added no date for such a 
meeting has been fixed.

Japan Won't Drop 
Demand for Return 
of Kuriles: Kishi 


Prime Minister Nobu- 
suke Kishi told a press con- 
ference in Tokyo yesterday 
that it would be too much 
to hope for an immediate 
settlement of the repara- 
tions problems during his 
visit to Jakarta and Saigon, 
but he added he would do 
his utmost to promote an 


early settlement. 


The 61-year-old globe-trotting 
Prime Minister made these 
points during the press con- 
ference that covered a wide 
range of subjects, domestic and 
international: 

1. During his tour, Kishi 
intends to apologize to those na- 
tions that suffered at the hands 
of the Japanese military during 
the Pacific War. He said “We 
have caused troubles during the 
last war to most of these coun- 


tries, and among the peoples}: 


there are still traces of hard 
feelings against Japan. I intend 
to express Japan’s regret and 
build a foundation for future 
cooperation.” 


2. Japan now is a nonperma- 
nent member of the U.N. Secu- 
rity Council. This, Kishi said, 
“has put heavy responsibility 
on Japan’s mission toward 
Asian nations, I shall bear this 
in mind in my talks with the 
Asian leaders and work for 
joint, close efforts among Asian 
nations.” 

3 The Prime Minister will 
try to digpel amy fears or niis- 
understanding that Asian na- 
tions might have regarding his 
proposal for the establishment 
of a Southeast Asian Develop- 
ment Fund, , 

4. Commenting on _ Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gro- 
myko’s statement last week that 
the Kurile island chain is part 
of “Soviet territory,” the Prime 
Minister said Japan would not 
drop its demand for return of 
Southern Kuriles, 

The objective of the project- 
ed fund, he said, is not to link 
American capftal with Japan's 
technological know-how in ex- 
tending aid to underdeveloped 
nations. . 

He said the idea is to set up 
machinery whereby nations re- 
latively well off, such as the 
United States, West Germany 
and Japan, would jointly invest 
in the development of-Asian na- 
tions, which cannot receive 
enough loans from the World 
Bank, 

He said his plan would call 
for extension of yen loans and 
establishment of technical cen- 
ters in Asian countries. For- 
eign Minister Aiichiro Fujiyama 
is reportedly in favor of exten- 
sion of such aid to India. 

There would be no strings 
attached to the American capi- 
tal, Kishi emphasized. He said 
that the investments under this 
project would be added to the 
loans framework of the World 
Bank and other financing 
organs. : 

He said he would discuss with

Two Women Await Girard Verdict

MAEBASHI (NANA)—Two 
living Japanese women haunt 
Army Specialist 3.C. William 
S. Girard as *he faces the 
verdict of a Japanese court 
here today for killing a 
Japanese shellpicker. 


One prays “I love him and 
I want him back free.” She is 
his wife, Haru (Candy) Girard. 

The other says “I hate him. 


He must be punished” with the 
calmness that pours from 
venomous, deep-seated animo- 
sity. She is Kayoko Sakai, 


whose mother was killed by 
Girard on an Army firing 
range, 

Every morning and every 
evening for an hour and half 
Haru prays in front of the little 
Buddhist altar of the fanatic 


rented room. She lives outside 
the main gate of Camp Drew 
where “my Birr” is restricted 
to base on the days he does not 
appear in court. 
very evening she passes the 
Military Police guard to visit 
her husband. Under her arm 
she carries his favorite Japanese 
dishes of pork, egg and rice or 
sukiyaki, a popular local stew. 
Then they go to the camp 
movies together or spend a few 
hours in privacy at the home of 
a kind sergeant and his wife. 
Mrs. Girard, who is tiny even 
for a Japanese, has put on 
weight since her marriage last 
spring, but she adds “my feel- 
ing is not at ease. I endure 
everything. The trial sometimes 
seems as if it was out of our 
lives. On court days Girard be-

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TV Sales War 
Shaping Up — 
In Big Cities” 


With over 50 TV stations’ 
preparing to start broadcasting 
activities in the near future, an 
intense TV sales war is shaping 
up among the set makers in the 
nation. 


A total of 43 stations were 
issued licenses to set up TV 
stations last month in addition 
to the nine licenses already ap- 
proved, bringing the total num- 
ber of applications approved so 
far to 52. 


Already, the big department 
stores in Tokyo, Osaka and 
other cities are selling TV sets 
at prices ranging from ¥37,000 
to ¥40,000. 

They are also selling national- 
ly famous name. Drands at 
around ¥70,000 which is several 
thousand yen cheaper than the 
established retail price for an 
ordinary 14-inch set. 


Even in the rural areas, local 
banks and cooperatives have 
started a “TV deposit” plan so 
the people in the agricultural 
area may buy a set when TV 
comes tothe farm. 

TV makers, however, claim: 
demand will eventually outstrip 
production. as TV _ stations 
spread to all parts of the coun- 
try. 

At present they can produce 
only, 50,000 sets a month, where- 
as the increase in orders is ex- 
pected to come to about 40,000 
sets a month, 

Thus, they say, there will be 
no large-scale reduction in the 
prices of the TV sets in the im- 
mediate future. 


Tanaka Bares Plan 
To Hike Radio Fees 


Postal Services Minister Kaku- 
ei Tanaka said Sunday that the 
radio fees charged by the Japan 
Broadcasting Corporation (NHK) — 
would have to be raised in the 
near future, 


Tanaka, who is visiting his 
constituency in Niigata Prefec- 
ture, said the charges would be 
raised to between ¥255 and ¥270 
from the present rate of ¥200 
for three months, 


He explained this would be 
necessary in order to improve 
the broadcasting fatilities of 
NHK, He said that ¥20,000 mil- 
lion out of the estimated cost 
of ¥45,000 million for the im- 
provements would be raised by 
the increase in fees. 

Tanaka said his ministry is 
planning to submit a bill to re- 
vise the Broadcasting Law to 
the next Diet session. However, 
he did not indicate when the in- 
crease would be enforced.

An Evening of ‘Pop’ 


Last week's subscription pro- 
gram of the NHK Symphony 
Orchestra in Hibiya Hall ap- 
proximated very much a “Pop” 
evening, and even though one 
may be averse to descend to 
anything so unbecoming as a 
pun, there is still the tempta- 
tion to say without injustice 
that it had, roughly speaking, 
about the same consistency as 
the beverage familiarly known 
by that name.

“Classical” Symphony of Proko- 
fieyv as the most substantial 
item on the program then one 
is bound to observe that even so 
it is considerably more remark- 
able for its deliberate humor 
than for its cerebral qualities. 
Not that there is anything re- 
prehensible about that, to be 
sure, for one is often left wish- 
ing, after being confronted with 
the work of more prodigious 
symphonists, that they haa a 
little more of Prokofiev’s spon- 
taneity, freshness, and elan. 


But be that as it may, I re 
call reading once the remark 
made by a fellow reviewer to 
the effect that it is impossible 
to give a bad performance of 
this Prokofiev opus—at least it 
would be more difficult than to 
give a good one. Mr. Loibner 
on this occasion resisted any 
such temptation, and even 
though his reading was not 
altogether impeccably _ tidy, 
there was enoug:. brilliance and 
c.arity in the performance as a 
whole to reveal the grace and 
wit, as well as the tongue-in- 
cheek features of this delight- 
ful pastiche. — 


The young pianist, Toyoaki 
Matsuura, brought to Bartok’s 
Third Piano Concerto much 
understanding and command of 
keyboard technique, but too lit- 
] tle personal affinity to give an 
| incisive performance. This is a 
demure and austere work, writ- 
ten in the last year of the com- 
poser’s life. It is reflective in 
mood and relaxed in spirit. Not 
in all cases, however, did Mr. 
Matsuura and Mr. Loibner’s or- 
chestra give evidence of appre- 
ciating these qualities, but one 
was happy that neither of them 
gave way to the sort of cheap 
virtuoso tricks that are out of 
place in this work, 


In the “Rhapsodie” of Ravel 
one could also take comfort in 
the fact that Mr. Loibner set the 
mood at once by eliciting from 
his instrumentalists a_ certain 
degree of sensitive playing in 
the “Prelude a la nuit.” This 
was almost dispelled by the 
garish colors and bDiatancy 


which characterized the three’. 


ensuing movements. 


These, of course, were render- 
ed with the utmost of orchestral 
gloss, but the high-powered ac- 
centuation only exposed the 
lack of subtlety and too often 
the want of over-all refinement 
of instrumental details. 


This score of Ravel’s may not 
be expressive of intense feeling, 
but it is music of pure instru- 
mental luminosity and a _ vir- 
tuoso orchestral showpiece. 
However, no one can withhold 
its propulsive brilliance, wind- 
ing up with the exuberant 
“Feria.” 


The Viennese Loibner, no less 
than his Japanese confreres, did 
not hesitate to don his best fes- 
tive apparel for the occasion, 
cock his hat to one side and 
enter into the most riotous re- 
velry.

50,000 ‘tons more rice from Tai- 
wan than the 150,000 tons over- 
all quota agreed upon in. the 
trade pact. 

He said he planned to seek a 
raise of about 5 per cent in 
the. export price of the rice 
because the international price 
has increased recently. 

If an agreement on the rice 
issue is reached, Lee said Taiwan 
wants to purchase an annual 
amount of 300,000 tons of fer- 
tilizer from Japan, 


‘Long-Term Pact’ 


TAIPEI (Kyodo-UP) — Japa- 
nese and Chinese officials are 
considering the possibility of 
negotiating a long-term trade 
pact for the regular exchange of 
their main products, Taipei 
newspapers said Monday.

Commercial television is 
steadily pushing ‘nto advertis- 
ing markets in Japan four 
years after the start of com- 
mercial TV broadcasting in this 
country, according to a survey 
by. the Dentsu Advertising 
Agency. 

Television companies raked 
in a total of ¥1,950 million in 
the first half of this year from 
advertisements. This almost 
equaled last. year’s entire 
advertisement income of ¥2,000 
million, 

This year’s total advertise- 
ment income by television com- 
panies is estimated at ¥4,000 
million or twice that of last 
year. 


Advertisement income of TV 
companies in 1953, when com- 
mercial TV broadcasting was in- 
itiated, amounted to only ¥100 
million or 0.2 per cent of the 
total advertisement income of 
¥ 49,100 million. 


Last year, TV companies 
earned ¥2,000 million from ad- 
vertisement. The figure consti 
tuted 28 per cent of whole 
advertisement income which 
amounted to ¥74,500 million. 


According to the Dentsu sur- 
vey, income from advertisement 
by commercial radio companies 
is also increasing year by year 
although the ratio of increase 
is not so big as that of TV 
companies. | 


Advertisement income by com- 
mercial radio companies in 1951, 
when commercial radio was 
initiated in Japan, totaled ¥300 
million or 1.2 per cent of whole 
advertisement income in. this 
country. 


Advertisement income by 
commercial radio rose to ¥4,500 
million in 1953 or 10 per cent of 
whole advertisement income in 
the nation.

The decision was no doubt well meant. 


Tunisia is a 


newly independent state and, like other states, considers 
that it requires armaments to maintain its position in the 

world so that if the Western powers do not supply arms 
and ammunition it might turn to Soviet Russia and the 


-Communist bloc for what is 


needed. 


| But there are special circumstances in the case. France 
“ts having a desperate struggle with Arab insurgents in 
neighboring Algeria and it is no secret that the latter have 
‘receftyed some assistance from sympathigers across the 


Tunisian border. 


France fears that arms supplied to 


“Tunisia might find their way into the hands of these people 
“and eventually into those of the Algerian rebels, 


‘ There seems little doubt that London and Washington 
‘acted rather hastily, and without proper consultation with 
the French Government, possibly in the belief that the 
matter was urgent in order to staVe off an appeal from 


Tunisia to Moscow for arms. 


The question of the rights 


‘and wrongs of the incident, however, is of less importance 
‘than its effect upon the North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion, French Ambassador Herve Alphand said in New York 


on Saturday that “France 


is surprised that Atlantic 


solidarity does not prevail in Franco-Anglo-American ‘rela- 
tions.” This is a bitter comment but we fear it has a sub- 
stratum of truth and that unless relations between the 
. “three powers improve NATO itself may be endangered. 
French public opinion has been considerably aroused 
over the arms incident while there is a feeling that French 
‘interests in North Africa and elsewhere have been ignored 


by France's present friends, 


The suggestion that France 


might break away from the Western camp and enter into 
close relations with Soviet Russia and the Communist bloc 
appears most unlikely of fulfillment, but for France to be 
merely a lukewarm partner in NATO might be sufficiently 


disastrous. 


It is in these circumstances that President Eisenhower 
“is consulting with Mr. Dulles in an effort to work out a 
compromise plan so far as the United States, France and 
‘Tunisia are concerned. At the same time it is understood 
that there is no intention to reverse the decision that 
Tunisia must be able to obtain sufficient arms for its own 
internal security from Western sources. Whether an. 
adequate arrangement can be made along these lines in 
consultation with France remains to be seen, but every 
endeavor to patch up the rift needs to be made before the 
NATO “summit” meeting in Paris in mid-December which 
President Eisenhower is scheduled to attend. 
No doubt there will be much satisfaction in Moscow 
at what has occurred and if the Red leaders can do any- 
thing to widen the rift we may take it for granted that 


it will be done. 


Despite obvious weaknesses inherent in 


NATO’s make-up the organization is feared by Moscow 
and for some years now Soviet policy has been Jargely 
directed to endeavoring to undermine it. It is the strong- 
‘est link in the democratic nations’ defense and without it 
* Moscow could do pretty much as it liked—at least in 


Europe. 


It is therefore incumbent upon the leaders of NATO 
to put new life into the organization, to see that there are 
proper consultations among the member states and to at- 
tempt settlement of outstanding differences. 


The injection of Pan-Arabism and Arab nationalist 
‘movements in various countries into the defense of the 
free nations against Communist aggression is most unfor- 
tunate. The main issues have been somewhat obscured 
‘and the defensive system weakened while it is doubtful 
if Arab interests have benefited to any large extent. The 
resulting situation must be faced with courage and _pati- 


ence. Moscow, of course, is 


pretending to be the great 


rotagonist of nationalism among the countries that have 
n held in colonial bonds in the past, notwithstanding 
that it holds captive a number of nations formerly inde- 
pendent, but this claim must be shown up for what it is 
—merely a device to increase Soviet power and prestige, 


Until there is a drastic change in Soviet policy, the 
nations who value their liberty must stand together and 
- fot permit disagreements on lesser matters to interfere 
with the all-important purpose of defending their security. 
NATO is the key organization to this defense plan, and 


it must be made stronger so 


that the other defensive or- 


ganizations, whether these be in Europe, Asia or America, 


can be sure of its support. 


- National interests cannot, of course, be done away with 
and NATO must tread a path where all legitimate national 
interests of its members are allowed for while the great . 
objective—the defeat of Red aggression—is kept resolutely 


in mind. 
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' Education for Asian Students 


Present Scholarship System Needs eviction for Widest Benefits 


Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi has declared that Japan 
will cooperate with other Asian 
nations to make Asia prosper. 
From his second tour of South- 
east Asia, Kishi is expected to 
bring back some concrete ideas 
on the proposed Asian coopera- 
tion. 

Education of students from 
other Asian countries, however, 
is what Japan can do immedi- 
ately for the benefit of entire 
Asia. A grandiose plan. for 
Asian. development would be 


futile, if other Asian nations’ 


should consider it as motivated 
by Japan's one-sided desire to 
solve its own problem. 

Japan should offer what other 
Asian nations want. And educa- 
tion, especially technical educa- 
tion, is acutely needed in South- 
east Asia. 7 

In this field, some achieve- 
ments have been already made. 
Technical education in Japan 
has been welcomed, as it is 
sometimes more adapted to the 
prevailing conditions in Asia. 

According to a survey by the 
Education Ministry, there were 
4,082 foreign students in univer- 
sities and colleges, as of May 1 
this year. But this figure in- 
cludes 2,347 Korean students, 
some of whom are semiperma- 
nently resident in Japan, Simi- 
lar consideration is necessary 
for the 924 Chinese students, 
The figure for American stu- 
dents, 508, is mainly accounted 
for by American soldiers who 
have enrolled at Japanese night 
schools. é 7 

Varied Background 

After thus whittling down the 
number, the total looks rather 
poor. It is easier to enumerate 
the number of students from 
each country: Pakistan 12, India 
18, Ceylon 5, Burma 19, Thai- 
land 65, Cambodia 10, Vietnam 
11, the Philippines 14, and Indo- 
nesia 30. From the Middle East, 
there are one student each from 
Iran, Israel, Turkey and two 
from Syria. 

Their financial background is 
varied: private expense, Govern- 
ment grants of the sending 
country, grants under the 
Coiombo Plan and the ICA pro- 
gram and Japanese Government 
grants, 

At present, there are 95 for- 
eign students receiving Japanese 
Government grants, which 
amount to ¥20,000 a month, 
This Government scholarship 
system was started from 1954, 
The number of students invited 
in 1954 was 23, in 1955, 32, in 
1956, 30 and in 1957, 50. The 
total comes to 135 but 40 stu- 
dents have already gone home.

The paper especially lamented 
that the Tokyo Gas Co. was to 
blame for the two cases—one of 
which occurred in Minato-ku, re- 
sulting in the killing of seven 
persons in a family, and the 
other in Toshima Ward, affect- 
ing 10 persons. It also rebuked 
the company for failing to re- 
move unused gas mains still 
buried’ underground even 12 
years after the war. The paper 
aiso attacked the gas company 
for apparently lacking in the 
spirit of serving the customer by 
relying on its monopolistic posi- 
tion. 


Hokkaido Shimbun (Sap- 
pcoro), commenting on the 
coming’ one-month campaign for 
helping the nation’s crippled 
children, regretted that although 
the total number of such child- 
ren is estimated at 400,000 
throughout the country, there 
are only 22 facilities in-the na- 
tion to accommodate them for 
treatment or other pu 8.

Few Asian Students 

This shows how small the 
number of Asian students in 
Japan is. But they show re- 
markable success and some 
graduates from Japanese univer- 
sities have become high Govern- 
ment officials in Pakistan and 
Thailand. 

In this.connection, it must be 
noted that the scholarships for 
isome students last for the full 
course of four years or six years 
in medical schools. Usually, 
grants for foreign students in 
most countries cover only one 

ear. 

Most of the foreign students 
reside in Tokyo. The Foreign 
Office is subsidizing two dormi- 
tories. for them, one in Tokyo 
and the other in Osaka. These 
dormitories are operated by the 
International Students Institute 
(Kokusai Gakuyu Kai). 

The Association of Interna- 
tional Education, supported by 
the Education Ministry, is now 
constructing another dormitory 
at Komaba, Tokyo. 

These three dormitories, 
equipped with good facilities, 
can accommodate a total of 290 
students. | 

It may be questioned wheth- 
er dormitory life is really prof- 
itable to foreign students, es- 
pecially in regard to learning 
the language and custom, But 
it seems to be the most con- 
venient for Asian students who 
have a varied religious back- 
ground, 

Easier in 

Some of them must abstain 
from beef, others from pork. If 
they want to observe the fasting 
month of Ramadan, it i§ easier 
for them in a dormitory. And 
some of them are very young. 

Though Asian students are 
doing well in Japan, there is still 
something to be desired in the 
operation of the educational 
program for them. 

First, the authorities con- 
cerned feel that the study of 
Japanese must be more actively 
encouraged. They expect for- 
eign students to share the same 
class with Japanese students. 
It is practically impossible to 
have a separate class conducted 
in English, But some Asian stu- 
dents lack the zeal to study 
Japanese, which is not as 
widely used as English. 


Secondly, they also feel the 
need to institute special courses 
for Asian students to cul- 
tivate their abilities in basic pre- 
liminary studies—like mathema- 
tics. Because of the difference 


4n the educational system in 


various countries, some students 
must be helped even in basic 
studies. In a four-year course, 
the first two years can be utiliz- 
ed for that purpose without 
much difficulty. 

Teachers Needed 

Thirdly, professors or tutors 
exclusively in charge of foreign 
students seem to be in need, es- 
pecially when the number of 
foreign students should be in- 
creased. 

Fourthly, the sum of grants 
should be augmented so as to 
cover travel expense to’ and 
from’ Japan, The monthly sti- 
pend of ¥20,000 is not too low 
when compared with the living 
expense of ordinary Japanese. 
But foreign students need more 
than the average Japanese. 
What is more important is travel 
expense to and from Japan. At 
present, no travel expense is 
granted to Asian students, im- 
posing a financial burden on 
them. 

The Education Ministry autho- 
rities said that they regard allo- 
cation of travel expenses absolu- 
tely necessary. They take Ger- 
many, a8 an example, which 
gives travel expense to South- 
east Asian students, though not 
to Japanese students, 

Fifthly, Qooperation from local 
communities is very important. 
At present there are many civic 
organizations trying to render 
some sérvice to foreign students. 
But the education authorities 
feel that they are not necessari- 
ly benefitting the students, be- 
cause they tend to put too much 
stress on entertainment. They 
say a weekly invitation to a 
party, for example, could hamp- 
er rather than help the students, 

Understanding Vital 

And for all the activities of 
these organizations, the Asian 
students can still be deprived 
of the minimum assistance they 
need. Lack of understanding on 
the part of local citizens could 
be responsible for it. 

The Japanese, like any other 
people, are very sensitive to 
racial discrimination, But be- 
cause of the country’s long his- 
tory of national seclusion, the 
Japanese seem to have failed to 
acquire the social training to as- 
sociate with foreigners. Self- 
refiection is needed and attempt 
made to shed any prejudices be- 
fore we hope to claim that 
we are heiping other Asians. 

Prime Minister Kishi’s Libe- 
ral-Democratic Party is studying 
the possibility of expanding the 
scholarship program for foreign 
students. It is certainly Wel- 
come news, But the elimination 
of shortcomings in the present 
ate gs is even more impor- 

nt. 
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A Book Review 
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Japan’s F orces Shocked 
British in Pacific War 


By JOHN GALE 


LONDON (AP)—An official 
British history published last 
Thursday says the caliber of 
the invading Japanese forces 
came as a “complete surprise” 
to the defenders of Malaya and 
Singapore in 1940-41, 

It said British commanders 
Were specifically shocked by 
these features of the Japanese 
advance: 


The speed of movement of 
Japanese troops. 


Their ability to overcome ob- 
stacles. 


And their “bold use” of tanks. 

The book also said the abil- 
ity of Japanese airmen was gen- 
erally underestimated and this 
probably contributed to the loss 
of the battleship Prince of 
Wales and the battlecruiser Re- 
pulse—sunk by Japanese air- 
craft on Dec. 10, 1941, with the 
loss of 763 men, 

In any event, the Japanese 
tore through to the conquest of 
Singapore in 70 days instead of 
the 100 allotted by their high 
command and the period heid 
nothing but “unrelieved dis- 
asters” for the British, the book 
admits. : 

The history covers only the 
first three months of the Far 
Eastern war and four more 
volumes are to be published, 
dealing with later stages of the 
campaign, 

It has been compiled by five 
military experts, headed by Maj. 
Gen, 5S. Woodburn Kirby, after 
interviews with hundreds of 
people and the study of thou- 
sands of documents, 


None of the experts served P 


in the campaign and they are 
openly critical of the British de- 
fenders, 

The introduction to “The War 
Against Japan” says: “If we 
appear to have laid emphasis 
on what was done wrong, rather 
than what was done right, it 
is in the belief that more is 
to be learnt from failure. than 
success.” : 


The book describes the dis- 
patch of the Prince of Wales 
and the Repulse to Singapore 
as “a political move accepted 
reluctantly by the admiralty. 

“It was hoped that the pres- 
ence of the two ships would 
act as a deterrent to Japanese 
aggression, It was a bluff and 
the bluff was called.” 

The warships were under the 
command of Admiral Sir Tom 
Phillips, who finding it “un-

“When, however, he was in- 
formed shortly after midnight 
on Dec. 8 he would certainly 
be without fighter cover in the 
Gulf of Siam, he must have 
realized that one of the main 
factors on which his plans had 
been based had gone.” 

The history goes on: “The 
wisdom of his (Phillips’) deci- 
sion to go on with plan, 

rovided he was not sighted 
by aircraft during the 9th is 
therefore open to question, 

“Trusting to surprise alone, 
he went on into the net which 
the Japanese had spread for 
him, 

“It was a courageous decision, 
but as a result he lost not onl 
his ships and his life, but the 
only means whereby the com- 
mand of the sea in eastern 
waters could have been dis- 
uted.” 

The civilian boss—First Lord 

of the Admiralty at the time 
the Repulse and Prince of Wales 
were sent to Singapore—was 
Albert Victor Alexander, who 
was created Viscount Alexander 
of Hillsborough in 1950 at 72. 
Viscount Alexander is still an 
active "member of the House of 
Lords. 

The first sea lord at>the time 
was Admiral of the Fieet Sir 
Dudley Pound, who died in 
1943. 

The British Admiralty said 
Thursday it had “nothing to 
add” to the official record of 
the action.

Spotlight on Asia ‘ 


Communist China’s Intellectuals 


By GUY WINT 


The impression has grown up 
that the Communist Chinese 
witch hunt of intellectuals is 
ending. Unhappily, this im- 
pression is wrong, for the Pei- 
ping Government itself has 
stated just the contrary. 

“The struggle is still broaden- 
ing,” said one of the principal 
Communist spokesmen ently. 
Teng Hsiao-ping, the secretary 
of the Central Committee of the 
Communist Party was even 
more explicit. -He made last 
month a detailed report on the 
progress of the campaign. “The 
movement,” he said, “should be 
carried on to still a further 
Stage and on still a broader 
scale. It should not be wound 
up hastily.” 

This is a grim remark, for the 
witch hunt has already taken 
a fearful toll in human suffer- 
ing. The Chinese Communist 
Government has been taking re- 
venge upon those intellectuals 
who ventured to criticize com- 
munism outspokenly during the 
“many flowers” phase last sum- 
mer. For three months, it has 
harried and pilloried these un- 


5 e fortunate men. They have been 


hauled before great public gath- 


"oe erings; their former friends and 


associates have been induced to 
vilify their past lives; every de- 
vice of public humiliation has 
been employed. 

This episode in the history 
of Chinese communism still con- 
tains certain steries. Why 
did Mao Tse-tung initiate the 
men flowers” movement, if 
ps as to be followed by this 

ribution? Was it a trap to 
persuade dissentients to reveal 
themselves? That is one pos 
sibility; another is that Mao did 
not foresee that he was letting 
loose such a spate of anti-Com- 
munist criticism. He miscal- 
culated. He interpreted the 
forced docility of the intellec- 
tuals as meaning that they had 
become genuine converts to 
communism. Now he is unde- 
ceived. 

Censorship and thought con- 
trols have now been once more 
clamped firmly on. The revolt 
of the intelligentsia is broken. 
All that remains is to salute the 
courage of those intellectuals 
who held out Jongest for their 
convictions, and to draw the 
moral of what has happened. 
The fact which stands out pre- 
eminently is that the Commu- 
nist system cannot tolerate op- 
position in any form.  Inevit- 


ably it seeks to crush it. The 
peculiar nature of Chinese com- 
munism is summed up precise- 
ly in a book by the French 
writer, Robert Guillain, publish- 
ed last week. 

The book is called “Blue 
Ants,” because Guillain sees the 
Communist leaders trying to 
transform China into an ant 
heap. The tragedy of commu- 
nism is that in China, and all 
other Communist countries, 
Communist leaders end by des- 
pising haman beings. They re- 
gard them as insects. 

Guillain sums up as follows: 
“In Chinese communism no place 
is provided for opponents or 
opposition. Six hundred mil- 
lion Chinese have to think in 
the same way and say that they 
do so—new proof, if one is ne- 
cessary, that the whole regime 
is based on intolerance. To be 
in disagreement with the party 
cr government, or simply with 
the social milieu, can be only 
a temporary and. dangerous 
situation for the citizen. Either 
his. opposition will soon be 
destroyed by the usual methods 
of “persuasion” or his only 
possible destination will be the 
places to which society dispatch- 
es all who have refused to be 
the obedient ants they were 
asked to be. He will be dis- 
patched to some hell, to prison, 
or to a forced labor camp.” 


The fate of intellectuals in 
China, as shown by this year’s 
persecution, is ironical, be- 
cause in the countries of free 
Asia the propaganda of com- 
munism is directed increasing- 
ly to winning over the intelli- 
gentsia. In Kerala, in Burma 
and in Indonesia, this propa- 
ganda suggests increasingly 
that communism means giving 
intellectuals an opportunity to 
fulfill their ideals—a liberation 
of the spirit and of a new crea- 
tive effort. 


On the contrary,, the reality 
in China is barren conformism, 
enforced by the immensely 
powerful apparatus of the 
modern state. This cynical 
exploitation of the “many flow- 
ers” movement is the strangest 
possible commentary upon 
China’s promises and entice 
ments to free Asia. Some de- 
ceptions are too blatant and ob- 
vious. China’s own _ record 
must rob its propaganda of 
most of its effect.

RADIO MOSCOW, Via Radio- 
press—Members of Parliament 
from 15 NATO countries have 
met in Paris to discuss urgent 
problems of the day. They note 
that tension in Europe has in- 
creased and they explain it by 
growing Soviet menace. Here 
is what Radio Moscow obser- 
ver, Nikolai Andreyev, writes 
about it: 

The fact that the parliamenta- 
ry council's argument is so 
old doesn’t lend it any authority. 
For some years NATO leaders 
have been insisting on a grow- 
ing military threat in the Soviet. 
But it is not the Soviet Union 
that is threatening peace in 
Europe and Asia, It is to the 
adventuristic policy of certain 
Western. countries. Take the 
aggression against Egypt last 
year and the provocations by 
Turkey now on the Syrian 
border. 


It is not the USSR that 
jeopardize European peace and 
security by these actions but 
NATO countries. Even _— the 
Hungarian matter would never 
have occurred if not for the in- 
stigatory activity of America 
and other NATO countries under 
the official program of so-called 
liberation of the people’s demo- 
cracies. 


Let us look at things from an- 
other angle now. If any of the 
men meeting in Paris really 
believe in a growing Soviet 
military threat to the West why 
shouldn't they prove or try to 
prove that they are right. They
